NEW YORK, Feb. 10.-A Santiago de 


Chile letter, dated January 20, pub- 
lished yesterday, after describing the 
eagerness with which the action ol tne 
United States was awaited, says: 


"A Ion" cablegram was sent to too 


United States a short time ago contain- 
ing an array of charges against Minis- 
ter En-an, Consul McCreary and Ad- 
miral Brown. There was nothing new 
in the charges themselves, as they were 
merely a repetition of the old stories 
which have been in circulation here for 
months past, and which the people of 
Chili have told so often that borne ol 
them have been on the point of belie-- 
ing them. 
•The peculiarity of the cablegram 19 


that it was sent by persons who claim 
to be Americans, and was intended to 
give the impression that it reported 
the views of the American residents of 
Chili. As a matter of fact, not one of 
the men whose names were signed to 
the cablegram is regarded as an Ameri- 
can here 
One of them was born in 


Chili, ani his father, though a native 
American, renounced his citizenship 
years ago. The others have lived in 
Chili for so many vears that they have 
long ago lost any Americanism that 
they might have had once 
Several ol 


the most respected American residents 
here were requested to attach their sig- 
natures to tho cablegram but they re- 
fused to have anything to do with it. 


"There has been no indication re- 


cently of any intention to withdraw 
from tiie policy of retaliation against tne 
followers of the lato President Balma- 
ceda. 
A number of political prison- 


ers, officers of Balmaeeda's army, and 
others, who have been confined in jail 
in Santiago since the close of the war, 
appealed to the supreme court for re- 
lease. They alleged 
that they had 


been flogged in jail and otherwise 
brutally ill-treated, and also that they 
had been threatened with death when 
it was desired to extort some confes- 
sion from them. The supreme court 
refused to consider their petition on 
tho ground that it was not couched n 
proper language.

5oth branches yesterday passed a law 
making it unlawful for any person to 
ell or give away cigarettes, smoking 
r chewing tobacco or snuff to any 
hild under the age of eighteen, unless 
authorized in writing by the parent or 
guardian of said child, under a penalty 
>f S30 to 8100 fine and imprisonment of 
not less than one or not more than 
.hrce months or both. The house went 
still further and passed the following; 


If a person shall smoke a cigarette, or tobacco 
or other substance rolled in paper on any pah- 
Ic street or highway or in any church, or pub- 
ic hall, hotel or courthouse or any other public 
jnllding, or near any cotton yard, gin-house, 
stable or barn, or near where any cotton, hay.

CDRTIS' DEFENSE 


Against the Charge of Killing Of- 


ficer Grant. 


&HOTHER HAfi -DID THE SHOOTIHG, 


And Curtis Ran Away for Fear of Be- 


ing Kit with a Bullet—A Good 


Defense If It Can 


Be Proven. 


SAN 
FBA-ICISCO, Feb. 10.—Tho de 


fense in tin1 Curtis murder trial opened 
its case ye terday morning1. Attorney 
J. N. E. Wlson, in his opening state- 
ment to tlie jury, after reviewing the 
circumstances of the kiling of Officer 
Grant, said that ho was going to show 
that instead of there being only two 
men at tlie scene of the shooting, 
there were three, two of whom ran 
away. Tlie man who escaped was the 
murderer. On tlie night of the murder 
Curtis had S350 with him with which 
he intended paying a bill, but he 
missed the man to whom the money 
was duo 
lie was assaulted from be- 


hind by a mftu, but a policeman ap- 
peared on the scene and arrested both. 
The policeman was Officer Grant. He 
held tlie robber with his right hand 
while with his left he held the nippers 
on Curtis. 


On the way to the station Curtis was 


startled by ' a shot from the robber, 
which was immediately followed by 
two others, and, believing that per- 
laps he was being fired at he ran. 
"Wu will show," said Mr. Wilson in 
conclusion, "that Curtis had no reason 
to lull Grunt and that the other man 
did have a reason. We will show that 
Curtis was robbed of 8240 
If we show 


this we will aslc that you find tho pris- 
oner not guilty." 


The first witness called was the de- 


fendant, Maurice 11. Strelinger. 
He 


testified that he toolc the name of 
Curtis when he went on the stage. Ho 
then stated Ills connection with the 
circumstances attending Officer Grant's 
death, substantially as outlined in his 
counsel's opening statement. Tlie re- 
mni It that In- had been credited with 
using tn the effect "Would that I could 
recall tho past few hours" was said be- 
cause he real i/.ed the position he was 
in. 
"I did not kill Officer Grant," said 


the witness 
"My pistol, used some- 


times on tliu stage, was at home. I did 
not fire a pistol that night."
